HAVANA.—President Gerardo Ma- 


chado Wednesday night definitely an- 
nounced that he will proceed imme- 
ditely to reform the constitution and 
will resign as president, as soon as 
,he vice president is restored. 


The preisdent's resignation will take 


effect sometime between February and 
April, 1934, the vice president, to be 
elected by Congress, taking his place 
and remaining in power until May

WASHINGTON: — Fighting to get 


congress out of town by Monday, if 
possible, President Roosevelt was re- 
ported Wednesday night to have made 
new peace offerings to the veterans 
bloc on Capitol Hill. 


The president is said to be aware 


that many .business leaders are hold- 


b«ch-Jn;fe«-th«t(vthe liberate-in 


congress will'pass unwise legislation, 
but at the same time Mr.'Roosevelt is 
striving to save his economy program 
from wreckage. 


The president conferred with the 


Democratic steering committee of the 
house and also with an independent 
group of 14 young Democrats of the 
house. Later he went into a long ses- 
sion with Budget 'Director Hines, and 
these two, it was learned, were dele- 
gated to present the president's final 
compromise plan to the house leaders. 


Although efforts were made to keep 


the nature of the Roosevelt concessions 
secret, it was reported the president 
has offered to give any veteran who is 
cut off the rolls or reduced beyond a 
certain point ,the privilege of appeal- 
ing the order, and to .receive full pay- 
ment pending his nppirfal, for a period 
of six months.

Must Act Quickly 


It is likely that sucMa compromise, 


if any is accepted by congress, may be 
changed in certain features, but ac- 
cording to reports Wednesday night 
the president is convinced that in or- 
der to avert a complete debacle he 
must find some means to settle thc 
vcte'rans issue quickly. 


Granting that the concessions he is 


making will add to the red side of the 
government ledgers, the president in- 
dicated that, even so, he will be able 
to bring the budget into balance and 
he appeared ready to risk a doubt on 
the score, weighing as greater the need 
for an end to this congressional ses- 
sion. 


The president has taken pride in the 


past in asserting that his budget esti- 
mates of revenue have all been com- 
piled without any expectation that bet- 
ter business conditions will bring in- 
creased tax revenues. 


Even now, after many signs have 


pointed to a more definite promise 
than ever before that this depression 
is giving away to good times, the pres- 
ident refuses to make official budget 
estimates based on "prosperity around 
the corner," as his predecessor did. 


But his attitude on the veterans 


payments, his willingness to make the 
compromise offered of boosting them 
by $41,000,000, coupled with his prom- 
ises repeated Wednesday for a balanc- 
ed budget, led some observers to the 
opinion that he really does expect a 
better grist of rerevnues than the orig- 
inal predictions allowed. 


"Presumptive" Cases Issue 


The dispute between the president 


and congress on the veterans pay- 
ments resolves almostTentirely into the 
question of whether so-called "pre- 
sumptive" cases are entitled to federal 
benefits. 


Under the law adopted by the past 


congress any veteran of the World 
war who contracted any disease or 
disabality which by any stretch of the 
imagination could be attributed to his 
war service, was "presumed" to have 
encountered it in service and was per- 
mitted to receive compensation. 


The president, convinced beyond any 


doubt by investigations that most of 
the 250,000 veterans now being paid 
ffnder this presumption clause have no 
just claims on the federal government, 
has insisted that they must be taken 
off the rolls. If they are completely 
disabled, however, the president has 
provided they may be paid $30 and

Bondholders Plan ILocal Woman Hit 
Fight oil Arkansas 


Committee Calls in Certif- 


icates on 84 Million 


Dollars 


NEW YORK.—(/P)—A call for de- 


posit of state of Arkansas highway and 
toll bridge bonds was issued Wednes- 
day by the committee headed by Wil- 
liam L. Defiost, president of the Union 
Dime Savings Bank of New York. 


Highway bonds outstanding amount 


to $84,000,000 and the toll .bridge issue 
$7,200,000. The committee'alleges that 
the prior rights of the holders would 
be "sacrificed" by the state's proposal 
to convert the issues, together with 
other indebtedness, into a single issue 
of $146,000,000 par amount of three per 
cent bonds. 


This would compare, it is said, with 


an average coupon rate of 4 3-4 per 
cent on thc original issues. The com- 
mittee also charges that the bonds 
would no longer enjoy their preferen- 
tial right to the revenues from gas 
and motor vehicle taxes. 


The committee, it was claimed, rep- 


resents holders of approximately 25 
per cent of the outstanding securities. 


The bondholders' committee plans to 


protest what .it holds to be an attempt 
by the state to repudiate payment of 
automobile license and gasoline tax 
receipts. 


The statement said the Arkansas 


legislature "has made appropriations 
of revenues derived from the automo- 
bile license and gasoline tax in viola- 
tion of the pledges made with the 
holders of such bonds." 


A substantial part of the bonds, is- 


sued from 1927 to 1931, are held by 
hanks and insurance companies, and 
more than $500,000 of them are in 
trust funds of the states of Pennsyl- 
vania, Minnesota and Nevada.

And Louisiana has a right to Long, 


SESSION WINDS UP

the veterans' compensation dispute 
was eased considerably Thursday night 
as house Democratic leaders hopeful- 
ly regarded a program of allowances 
submitted by President Roosevelt. 


The Roosevelt plan was not released 


pending study of it by the house 
Democratic steering committee. It was 
looked upon at the White House as not 
compromising the^principle of confin- 
ing government aid to directly service- 
connected cases. 


The proposal wasVaid to allow pay- 


ments ranging from, $9 to J90 a month 
for ordinary servie connected disa- 
bilities and as high at $250 a month 
in extraordinary cases. 


If agreed upon, the program will be 


brought into the House under proce- 
dure which will prevent a direct vote 
on the senate amendment and which 
will also preclude a roll call on a pro- 
posal to limit reductions in veterans' 
allowances to 15 per cent, instead of 
the 25 per cent limit voted by the sen- 
ate." 


May Lower Age Limit 


Greater relief for Spanish-Ameri- 


can war veterans has been the last 
stumbling block between the presi- 
dent and congressional leaders. The 
White House was said to have agreed 
to lower the age limit on these vet- 
erans who may be allowed pensions. 


The thousands of veterans now re- 


ceiving aid on the presumption that 
disabilities occurring several years af- 
ter the war had a service connection 
would be removed from the rolls but 
special boards would be established to 
investigate specific cases to see that 
no hardships resulted. 


The cost of the Roosevelt veterans 


aid program was estimated at between 
$50,000,000 and $60,000,000 above the 
original economy plan, as compared 
with the $170,000,000 increase under the 
senate amendment. 


The compromise reached the capitol 


late Thursday night after members of 
the special Democratic veterans com- 
mittee had already left and will be 
considered Friday by both that com- 
mittee and the Democratic steering 
committee. 


Agree on Procedure 


Plans for the procedure under which 


(he proposal will be brought up were 
decided upon after the special veterans 
committee conferred with President 
Roosevelt at the White House, indi- 
cations being that the chief executive 
and the Democrats were sufficently 
near an agreement to kill the senate 
amendment. 


As outlined by one of the conferees, 


the Democrats urged that the com- 
promise be as nearly like the Con- 
nally amendment as possible,

The second accident in two days 


caused from running stop-lights, oc-

Arthur Johnson, 56-year-old Wash-

Physicians there said he was 
suffering from a punctured lung, sev- 
eral broken ribs, a broken shoulder 
blade, bruises and lacerations about 
the body and a collar-bone which had 
been broken in two places. 


Two others of the 16 negroes were 


hurt; but neither was forced to the 
hospital, sustaining only minor bruises 
and cuts. 


Altough critically injured physicians 


said Friday morning that Johnson had 
a 50-50 chance for his life.
